what was urged by both Parties in the B 


Houfe of Clinabs the fame Day, on the 
fame Occafian. As the Arguments ufed 
in both Houfes were nearly the fame, 
ewe faall endeavour in this Account to 
pafs flightly over thofe Articles of Accu- 
fation or Defence, which have been al- 
ready fufficiently explained, and dwell 
upon thofe Parts of the Debate, which 
arofe from Circumftances pecukar to the 

Houfe of Clinabs, or upon Arguments 

which the Hurgoes do uot appear to have 

fofally difeuffed. 

On the soth Day of the laft Seffion 
of the 8th Senate of Gorgenti II. 
The Urg; Snadfy flood up and fpoke 
as follows.

. Reafonablenefs is to be 








evinced, and the Approbation of 
the Houfe to be gained, by a View 
of our foreign and domeftick Affairs, 
by an impartial Comparifon of our 
prefent Condition with our paft, by 
an accurate Balance of our Loffes 
and Acquifitions for near twenty Years, 
and an Examination to whom we are 
to impute our Sufferings, or afcribe 
our Acquifitions. 

A Difplay of our prefent State, and 
a View of the Meafures by which it 
has been produced, is a Task too difa- 
greeable to be undertaken upon any 
other Motives than a Conviction of its 
Neceffitys for whocan be pleafed with 
recounting Error after Error, with 
tracing the Progrefé of Corruption, 
with relating the Infults of Enemies, 
and the Defe&tion of Allies,with enume- 
rating fruitlefs Negotiations, expatiat- 
ing on the idle Solemnity of ufelefs 
Treaties, with examining the Expence 
of Armies, by which no Enemy was 


D awed, and of Fleets by which our 


Commerce was betrayed? Who can 
be pleafed with making a Recital of 
Calamities, by which, as he loves his 
Country with greater Ardour, he muft 
be more fenfibly affefed ? 

The only Motive, Sir, to the revi- 
val of Ideas fo painful, muft be the 
Hope of removing the prefent Lead of 
Mifery, and of obviating thofe Meaze 
fures by which we may expett it to be 
@en-

encreafed ; for every wife Man, were 
he not animated by this Hope, would 
Jull himfelf in Tranquillity, and avert 
hisAttention from difmal Profpects and 
melancholy Reflections, he. would en- 
deavour to avoid the Anticipation of 
Diftrefs, and not fuffer his Sagacity to 
harra(s him with a Senfe of thofeA fic- 
tions, which it could not furnifh him 
with the Means of e/caping. 

This is not at prefent our Condition, 
we have yet inour Hands the Remedy 
of our Evils,. the Authority of the Se- 
nate is yet acknowledged though it has 
been Jong eluded; the People are itill 
allowed to be the Source of Authority, 
tho’ the Authority which they. have 
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the Conduct of our Anceftors, in over- 
turning that Fabrick of Power which 
they had raifed by continual Efforts of 
many Centuries, and in weakening 
that Conftitution, which the fucceflive 
Wifdom of our Senates* had formed, 
and to which it had been long the Am- 
bition of every good Man to add new 
Securities and Supports. 

Since by the Union of the dif- 
ferent Provinces of this Kingdom un- 


B der one Monarch, a Period was put to 


granted, has been long ufed only to in- _, 


jere and oppreis them; that Power 
which is eftablifhed by owt Conttituti- 
on as the Superintendant of our Go- 
vernment, and the Guardian of our 
Rights, has been rather laid afleep than 
difabled, and may be awakened to Vi- 
gilance and Activity ; ic may once more 
reftore us to Happinefs, and place the 
Rights and Privileges of the Lilliputi- 
an People beyond the: Danger of any 
future Attacks. 

That fome vigorous Exertion of our 
Privileges, fome Effort of our Confti- 
tution is now necefiary, mult be evident 
toevery Man who looks round on the 
State of the Continent, or turns his 
Eyes upon the Face of our own Coun- 
try; he will indeed find little Relief 
by changing the Profpect, nor when 
he withdraws h's Eyes from Devafta- 
tions, Slaughter, Difcord and Confufi- 
on, will he be able to fix them upon 
any other Objects than Poverty, Op 
preffion and Difcontent. The Deftruc- 
tion of our Trade, and the Ruin of 
our Allies, muft now be the Subject of 
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that Man’s Meditation, whom his ill g 


Fortune fhall incline to bufy himfelf 
with political Enquiries, who is un- 
happily follicitous for the publick Wei- 
tare, or who thinks it his Duty to 
endeavour the Service of his Coun- 
try and the Happinels of his Pofterity. 
He will find that our Politicks have 
been employed only in countcracting 


the inceffant Difcord of petty Princes, 
and our domeflic Tranquillity gave us 
Leifure to obferve the Motions of other 
Nations, it has been the perpetual 
Maxim of Lil/iputian Policy to obviate 
the Defigns,and to check the Power of 
the Blefufudian Empire ; of this De- 
fign invasiably per(ued our Wars and 
our Treaties for many Ages afford a 
Proof which will not be controverted, 
fince it is evident that fcarcely an 
Army was raifed for feveral Centuries 
againft any other Enemy. 

In Time, as the Blefufcudians grew 
more powerful by the Suppreffion of 
independent Sovercigaties, the Accef- 
fion of new Provinces, and the gradu- 
al Acquifition of neighbouring Terri- 
tories, it was neceflary to oppofe them 
by Policy as well as War, and to form 
Alliances with thofe Powers who being 
equa ly endangered by the daily En- 
creafe of their Influence and the fre- 
quent Extenfion of their Dominions, 
were equaily zealous with ourfelves to 
reduce them to their antient State of 
Imbecillity, or at leaft to hinder them 
from arriving at a Degree of Strength 
which would leave no Hopes of refilling 
them. 

This Plan of Condu&,, Sir, became 
more eminently neceflary, when un- 
der the lait King they made an open 
Difcovery of their Scheme of univer- 
fal Empire, when they made. War 
without any Pretence of injured Righits, 
or difputable Claims, extended theie 
Dominions only to gratify their Am- 
bition, and fpread Defolation over the 
World for the Glory of their King. 

At this Time among other — 

judi- 
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jedicioufly plan'’d and refolutely exe- 
cuted by the Blefufeudians under 
wile, fteady and vigilant .2-aiitry, whe 
advanced the Intereft of their Country 
to an Height never attained before, 
who attended at once to a thoufand 
Defigns without Diftraction, and pro- 
moted them at once without Confufion, 
who cultivated amidft War the Arts of 
Peace, and amidft the Luxuries of 
Peace formed Plans for War, a Refolu- 
tion was taken toimprove the Manufac- 
tures and extend its Commerce. 

This Refolution which like the reft 
was executed withF irmnefs andStrength 
to which all Obftacles gave way, pro- 
duced between BlefuCu and this Na- 
tion, a Species of Competition more 
interefting than that which arofe from 
her Dominions on the Continent, fince 
fhe might foon be enabled to rival us 
in the Ocean as wel! as on the Land, 
and by the Encreafe of her Fleets per- 
haps acquire the Dominion of the 
narrow Seas, and block us up in our 
own Ports. 

While they were thus enlarging their 
Dominions, advancing their Power and 
encreafing their Wealth, the Revolu- 
tion placed upon the Throne of Lili- 
put, a Prince zealous for the Liberties 
of Degulia, acquainted with the Im- 
portance of Traffick, and who‘e Educa- 
tion and Intereft had confirmed in him 
aninflexibleHatred of Bécfu/cu. By him 
we were awakened to a Senfe of our 
Intereft, and engaged in a War for the 
Refcue of the Continent, which tho’ 
it did not produce all the Advantages 
which might have been hoped from 
it, had at leaft this Effect, that other 
Nations likewife caught the Alarm, 
anda Confederacy was formed in the 
next Reign by which the Blefufcudian 
Ambition was repreffed, and Quiet for 
fome time re-eftablifhed in the World. 

The Peace by which this War was 
terminated has produced for more than 
twenty Years a continual Series of In- 
vettives, Complaints, and Declamati- 
ons; our Intereft was {aid to have ei- 
ther been fold or given away; it has 
been afferted that we have loit by Ne- 
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gotiations what we had gained by our 
Arms, and at the Accetiion of the 
prefent Royal Family tothe Throne, 
the fuppoicd Auchor of the Treaty of 


a Ultralt was impeacied, proiecuted and 


imprifoned for contribuung to aggran- 
dife Ble/ifeu. 

: It might reafonably be expected, 
S'r, that thofe by whom all Conceffli- 
ons to Blefu/eu had been {0 loudly cen- 
fured, thofe who thought the Expences 


B and Bloodfhed of the moft exafperated 


War preferable to a Peace in which 
any Conditions of Advantage were 
granted to Biefufcu, would have ated, 
when the Power was transferred te 
their Hands, in perfuance of their own 
Principles, and have obviated with the 
utmoft Vigilance and .aution any En- 
creafe of the Bicfufcudian Greatnels at 
the Expence of the Honour, or the 
Trade of Lil/iput. 

Such Expeétations, Sir, might be rati- 
onally formed, and therefore thofe who 
had in the foregoing Reign been dif- 
tinguifhed as che irreconcileable Ene- 
mies of Blefufcu, thofe who had urged 
the Continuance of the War with the 
moft exemplary Vehemence, who had 
chearful'y mortgaged the Properties of 
their Children, their Grandchildren, 


E aad perhaps of their remoteft Defcen- 


dants for the Recovery and Eftablifh- 
ment of the Liberties of Degudia, and 
who had exclaimed againft the Treaty 
of Ultra/t as Difhonorable, Impolitick. 
and Perfidious, congratulated each 
other upon the Arrival of that happy 
Hour, in which all Power would be 
thenceforward interefled to thofe who 
intended to ufe it, only for the Se- 
curity of our pure Religion, and the 
Confirmation of our conititutional Pri- 
vileges, the Prefervation of Liberty, 


G and the Propagation of Virtue. 


For fome time, Sir, it was not dif- 
covered how widely they had miftaken 
the Defigns of their Affociates; for the 
Blefujcudians during the Regency of the 
Nardae of Orleans, being wifely enga- 
ged in repairing the Ruins of a long 
and deftru@ive War, in reftorin 
Credit, and re eftablifhing Trade, fake 

I pended 
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pended their Scheme of univerfal Em- 
pire, till they fhould be able to pro- 
fecute it with Vigour, and appeared 
wholly employed in the Bufinefs of 


Traffick and the Arts of Peace, thatA 


they might lall the Worid in Negl:- 
gence, and Surprize the neighbour'ng 
Powers in their Security with an uh- 
expeCted Burft of Invafion. 

How that Interval of Time, Sir, was 
improved by this Nation, it is not ne- 
ceffary to this Queftion that we fhould ® 
enquire, it may be only obferved that 
no part of the prefent Influence of the 
Houle of Buorbon, can be imputed to 
Opportunities given them by our Di- 
firactions at the Acceffion of the pre- 

‘fent Royal Family, fince the Rebelli- 
on does not appear to have been pro 
moted by any foreign Power, and the 
Biefufcudians at leaft were Neatral in 
the Difpute, or if fome Reports may 
be credited, contributed to defeat the 
Defigns of the Adherents to the Pre- 
tender. 

No fooner therefore, were the Bie- 
Suftudians at Leifure to extend their 
Views beyond their own Frontiers, and 
revive their Defigns of Invafions and 
Conquefts, than we likewife were en- 


abled to renew our Oppofition, to, 


watch their Motions with equal Vi 
gilance, and to refift them with equal 
Vigour. 

Bat our Miniftry, Sir, which about 
that Tipe began to fubmit implicitely 
tothe Diretion of the Gentleman to 
whom they now pay an unlimited O- F 
bedience, were determined by Motives 
very different from thofe which influ- 
enced their Predeceflors; they difcover- 
ed with that Sagacity which has guid- 
ed them in all the Labyrinth of their 
Conduct, that to difpute every Claim 
of the Bi:fufudian Monarch was aG 
vexatious and laborious Task, they 
found that the Minifters of that Court, 
attained their Ends by Means of which 
it was not always eafy to difcover the 
Tendency, that they fometimes de- 
ceived and fometimes frighted them, ,. 
and always defeated their Schemes if 
they were contrary to their own, and 


therefore defpaired of Succefs in poli- 
tical Contefts, or of arriving at Su- 
periority in the Arts of Negotiation. 

At every Court of Dezulia, Sir, the 
Intereft of Blefu/cu gradually increafed, 
its Minifters were treated with Refpect, 
and their Propofitions heard with Re- 
verence; to the Blefufudians was re- 
ferred the Diftribution of Domision, 
and the Partition of Frontiers ; they 
were confider’d as the Arbiters of the 
World, and the fupreme Tribunal to 
which Appeals were to be made by 
contending Monarchs. 

Affiighted at this formidable En- 
creafe of Power, our Minifters thought 
it neceflary to court thofe whom they 
defpaired of refifting, and refolved up- 
on making a political Experiment, 
which the moft daring of our former 
Minifters durft not attempt. They ima- 
gined that it was poffible to unite the 
two Nations in a lafting Friendfhip, 
to reconcile thofe Interefts, which had 


D from the earlieft Ages been oppofite, 


and to extinguifh thofe Animofitiés 
which every Father in each Nation 
had always been accuftomed to enkin- 
dle in his Children. 

This Union, Sir, however abfurd, 
however unconceivable, was attempt- 
ed in the memorable Treaty of Hane- 
wro, in which we fled to Blefufeu for 
Prote€tion, from an Invafion reported 
to be projected by the Emperors of 4/- 
lemannu and of Iberia, who had com- 
bined, as our Minifters prevailed upon 
our late Sovereign to declare,in a Con- 
federacy to extirpate our Religion, fub- 
vert our Liberties, and raife the Pre- 
tender to the Li//iputian Throne. 

Whether our Minifters believed this 
Report, or whether they made ufe of 
it only to facilitate their Scheme, they 
are in the fame Degree qualified for 
the Direftion of Affairs, fince thofe 
who impofe upon the People, or who 
can be thus groily deceiv’d themfelves, 
mzy equally be expeéted to deftroy 
their Country. 

The Subtilty with which they have 
fometimes form’dArguments in Defence 
of the moft pernicious Meafures, and 

the 
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the Art by which they have for twenty 
Years fupported their Power, in oppo- 
fition to the Intereit and the Voice of 
the People, and theAddrefs with which 
they have defeated the wifeft and jufteft 
Attempts to re-eltablifh the Honour, 
and recover the Commerce of the Nati- 
on, incline me to believe that they were 
not really alarmed with any Dread of 
either the 4//emannuans or Iberians, 
and that they knew themfelves fuffici- 
ently fecured by the Sea from Nations 
that had no Fleets, or none that might 
not have been deftroyed by the Naval 
Force of Lilliput, while they were yet 
in Sight of their own Ports. 

They had Recourfe however, Sir, to 
the Blefufcudians in this imaginary Di- 
firefs, and found it not very difficult 
to obtain a full Promife of Security 
from Attacks of which their Proteétors 
knew that they could never be defigned 
but. by Madmen, or executed but by 
fupernatural Powers ; and how loudly 
did they boaft of the Addrefs by which 
they had averted a Danger fo prefling 
and fo formidable! 

It is not poflible, Sir, even for thofe 
who have the quickelt Senfe, and the 
moft extenfive Views of the Confe- 
quences of this contemptible Conduct, 


to forbear fome Degree of Merriment E 


at the Exultation which it produced 
in thofe who had projected it; every 
Man was eager to be thought the Au- 
thor of fo judicious an Expedient, and 
it may be afcribed to the Modefty of 
the Prefident of the minifterial Counfels, 
that having fecured us from the Pre- 
tender and his airy Troops of Jberians 
and Al/emannuans, who were to have 
landed from the Clouds upon the Coaft 
of Lilliput, he did not demand a Sta- 
tue, inicribed To the Deliverer of his 
Country. 

Thus, Sir, we were happy in the 
Protection of our new Ally, we were 
not only fet free from the Neceflity of 
endiefs Contefts with a formidable 
Neighbour, an inceflant Solicitude for

le’s Blefufcudians, but were to receive 
the Benefit of Politics without Study, 
and of Viftories without Danger, we 
were to flumber in Security and Plenty, 
and to be regarded by all the Nations 
of the World, as the favourite Allies 
of the Blefufeudians. 

The Blefufudian Name, Sir, was 
to be the Pafiport of our Merchants in 
the remoteft Corners of the Worid, 
and the Blefufcudian Guaranty the Se- 
curity by which our Monarchs were to 
be fupported on their ewn | hrone ; 
nothing was to be attempted hereafter 
to our Difadvantage or Moleftation; 
and a new Scene of Happinefs and 
Safety was to be introduced by the 
Friendfhip of Bucfu/cu. 

In vain was itjreprefented, Sir, that, 
the Intereft of Lilliput and Blefufeu, 
remained ftill oppolite, that nothing 
had happened which altered the gene- 
ral State of Degulia, that every Motive 
of Competition ftill fubfifted, that we 
were ftill Rivals in Trade, and Adver- 
faries in Rel:gion, and that the fame 
Effects. were always to be expected 
from the fame Caufes. 

To as little Purpofe was it-enquired, 
by fome who had not forgotien the B/- 

fufcudian Maxims of Policy, at what 
Price all this Appearance of zealous 
Friend fhip was acquired, what Claims 
we had refigned, what Principles we 
had abjured, what Part of our Com- 
merce we had agreed to facrifice, and 
how we were to contribute to the far- 
ther Exaltation of the Houfe of Buor- 
bon? The Courtiers endeavoured to 
perfuade others, as they had perfuaded. 
themfelves, thatthe B/efujcudians were 
pleafed with this Alliance for its own 
Sake, that they confidered our Mini- 
ftry as Men whom it was their greate{t 


G Happinels to gratify, that the Obliga-

°f our new Allies began to be difco- 
verea ; the Jberians plonder’d our 
Merchants, infulted our Flag, and be- 
fieged the Fortreis of Cablitra. It 
might have been now expeéted that the 
Blefuftudians would have exerted their 
Influence at the Jberian Court, and 
have re-eftablifhed Friendfhip upon 
equitable Terms, between their ancient 
and their new Confederates, or that 
they would have affifted us with Troops 
for the Prefervation of a Piace granted 
to us by the moft folemn Treaties ; but 
they, content with preferving os from 
the Pretender, look’d without Concern 
on flighter Injories, and left us to de- 
fend ourfelves by our own Strength. 
Had they, indeed, continued neutral, 
our Minifters might have boafted of 
their Influence, and have exulted in 
the Saccefs of thofe Negotiations by 
which Jberia was difunited from fo 
powerful a Friend; but they found a 
Method of procuring Advantages to 


Iberia more efficacious than open De- Ep 


clarations in her Favour; for when in 
Compliance with the Demands of the 
Nation, a Fleet was fitted out, and one 
of our braveft Admirals was difpatched 
to Colambia, the Blefufudians forbad 
the Plate-Ships to be feized, and had 


the SatisfaGtion of feeing Lilliput no ® 


Jefs weakened, than if a naval Battle 
had been loft. The Jberians fuffered 
no other Enconvenience than Confine- 
ment in the Harbour, and a fhort De- 
lay of their annual ‘Treafures ; while 


our Admiral was languifhing with Me- p 


Jancholy, our Sailors dying by Multi- 
tudés, and our Ships rotting without 
Aion. 

All our Difputes, Sir, with Jéeria, 
were at length in Appearance termi- 
nated by another Treaty equally judi- 


cious with that of Haxevro, a Treaty G 


by which we ftipulated to confer upon 
a Prince of the Houfe of Buorbon, Do- 
minions t6 which neither he nor our- 
felves had any Right, and by that Sti- 
pulation, added new Power to a Fami- 
ly in whofe Hands were already almoftH 
allthe Wealth and Power of the World, 
whale Defires to enflave- the reft of 
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Mankind were open and avowed, and 
whom therefore it is the general Inte- 
reft of every Nation te weaken and 
repre’. 


A This Conceffion, Sir, by which our 


Miniftry imagined that they had pro- 
cured at leaft an Interval of Quiet, and 
perhaps flattered themfelves that they 
had for ever fecured the Friendthip of 
Iberia, had no other Effe&t, than to 
fhew that they were to be governed 


B by Menaces, and frighted into Com- 


pliance with the wildeft Demands. The 
Iberians juit'y imagined, that the fame 
Condu& which had introduced them 
into Itlafcu, might if fteadily profecu- 
ted procure them farther Advantages, 
and that nothing but Infolence, Ra- 
pine and Obftinacy, was neceflary to 
enflave the Li/liputian Nation. 

This Proje&, Sir, was for many 
Years fleadily perfued, every Month 
brought Accounts of new Seizures and 
new Cruelties, Cruelties which no E- 
nemy but the /berians would praétife 
in the utmoft Malignity of War, and 
which were attended with fuchCircum- 
ftances, as fhewed rather the Wanton- 
nefs of Contempt, than the Rage of 
Hoftility, and to which they could be 
incited only by the Confidence of Ex- 
emption from Revenge. 

Such was the Treatment, Sir, which 
the People of Lilliput were doomed te 
bear from Year to Year, which it was 
made the higheft Merit to palliate or 
conceal, and of which it was a Proof 
of Difaffe&tion to complain ; and fuch 
had been the Treatment to which we 
muft always have been content to fub- 
mit while thefe Men continued in 
Power, had not the Outrages been toa 
notorious to be concealed, and too fre- 
quent not to raife the Indignation of a 
People accuftomed to hear of nothing 
but the Succefs of their Arms, the Ex- 
tent of their Influence, and the Sub- 
miffion of foreign Nations. 

The People rouféd by honeft Wri- 
ters to a Senfe of their Shame, their 
Mifery, and their Danger, had re-

ftruction of Porto Bello fill’d our Streets 
with Lilaminations, and elevated the 
Mind of every Man who had not fold his 
Country, the Friends of the Minifter 
alone hung their Heads with Dejecti- 
on, and, while others were exulting at 
the Punifhment of the Jberians, mur- 
mured Vengeance againft the Lil/lipu- 
tian Commander, whom they appear- 
ed to confider as an Enemy to the Go- 
vernment, only becaufe he endeavour'd 
to refcue it from that Contempt which 
had been brought upon it by a conti- 
nued T'rain of humble Supplications, 
weak Compliances, and unneceflary 
Treaties. 

The Jberians, however, did not 
make all the Ufe that might have 
been feared of the Opportunity which 
their Friend had put into their Hands, 
but, in Imitation of our Conduét, dif- 
gufted their Allies, who returned 
without attempting any 
Thing againft us. 

Nothing indeed can more evidently 
fhow how littie Value was fet by the 
Biefufeudians upon the Friendthip of 
our Minifter, and how fully they were 
convinced that all our Conceffions were 
the Effeéts of Cowardice, and by Con- 
fequence would. be moft probably fe- 
cured by Infolence and Contempt, 
than their Declarations in Favour of 
Iberia, at a Time when, by his Con- 
nivance, they were repairing the Port 
of Duxkrik; that Port which, at the 
Treaty of U/tralt, they had been com- 
pelled to deftroy, which they had fo- 
lemnly ftipulated never to reflore, and 
from which more Moleftations might 
arife to our Commerce, than from ail 
the other Coaft of Blefufeu. 

The Demolition of this Harbour 
was always acknowledged to be the 
chief Advantage obtained for this Na- 
tion by that Miniftry, whofe Conduct 
has been fo inceffantly cenfured by 
their Succefiors, and who have been 
charged, however irrationally and un- 
jaftly, with having brought upen.Jd/- 
4iput all the Calamitics which it has 

fuffer'd 
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fuffer’d to this Time. A Charge, Sir, 
not very decently urged by thole who 
not only imitate them in their Con- 
ceffions to the Blefufeadians, but have 
even given up the moft important Ar- 
ticle of that Treaty, which they con- 
demned as not fafficiently favourable to 
our Intereft. 

The Reparation of Dunkrik, as it 
is well known by all thofe who re- 
member our Lofies in the late War, 


will enable the Blefufeudians to croud B 


our Channel with Privateers, and perfue 
our Merchants even to our own Ports. 
And that Minifter, therefore, who 
confents to the Violation of this Ar- 
ticle, cannot but be confider’d as an 
open Enemy to the Commerce of this 
Nation, and a Subject of Blefuftu, ra- 
ther than of Li//iput. 

But our Minifter, Sir, Who knew 
that’ his Influence amongft the Bi/efuj- 
cudians was not fuch as could prevail 
upon them to defilt from their Defign, 
endeavoured partly to conceal their 
Progrefs, and partly to perfuade the 
Nation that he fhould interrupt it at 
fome more proper Time. He therefore 

- appeared to apply himfelf to a zealous 
Profecution of the War, and fitted out 
Fleets, and levied Troops with the 
fame Tumult of Preparation, as if the 
whole Earth had combined againft us, 
as if new Armadas were equipp@ll for 
the Conqueft of our Country, and Ar- 
mies were preparing to defcend upon 
our Coafts. 

Thus he endeavoured to divert the 
Attention of the Publick from every 
other Part of his Conduét, to make 
the People patient under unneceflary 
Taxes, under the Obftruction of their 
Commerce by tedious Embargoes, and 
the Capture of their Veflels by the Jbe- 
rian Rovers. , 

The Negligence with which our 
Trade has been fuperintended during 
the War, is fufficiently proved by the 
Lofles which we have fuffered, and 
faffered from an Enemy whom we 
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we dreaded nothing but that he would 
be fupported by the Power of Bie- 
fufeu. 

The Experience which we have lon 
had of our Minifter’s Politicks and 
Integrity, had not yet informed us 
that our Enemies would find from him 
that Support which the Blefufcudians 
might be unwilling to afford them, and 
that they would be enabled by the 
Piunder of our Merchants, to continue 
the War againft us. 

We did not fufpeé, Sir, “that our 
Channel would be left unguarded, and 
that ourShips would be feized byFither- 
boats, within Sight of our own Shores; 
that we fhould be infulted like a petty 
State in our own Harbours, and con- 


C demned to fuffer the Miferies of War 


without Refprifals and without Re- 
fiftance. 

What was never known to have 
happened before, thofe who judged 
from Hiftory, did not fear or fafpeg 
on this Occafion ; they imagined that 
we fhould have enjoyed Eafe and Plen- 
ty, while the Coafts of Iberia would 
be harrafled by our Fleets, their Coun- 
try laid waite by fudden Incurf- 
ons, their Towns flaming with our 
Bombs, and their Caftles fhattered by 


Eour Cannon. They imagined that in 


Imitation of all others who. are pro- 
voked by an Enemy of inferior Force, 
we fhould have carried the War to a 
great Diftance from ourownDominions, 
and that inftead of fuffering our Mer- 
chants to be infulted and rifled in thofe 
Seas of which we have boafted for 
many Centuries the abfolute Command 
we fhould have ftationed our Fleets be- 
fore the /éerian Harbours, and have 
deftroyed their Ships as they ventured 


out to Sea. 


G How different has been our Conduét, 


Sir, appears from the publick Papers 
of every Day, Papers which, when t 

are perufed by the People in Expeéta- 
tion of Narratives of fome Fortrefs 
ftormed, or fome Fleet’ deftroyed by 


juftly defpifed for his Weaknefs, whom 4, the Li/liputian Admirals, exhibit only 


we imagined vanquifhed as foon as he 
fhould be attacked, and from whom 


the melancholy Acccouats of our Sailors 
languifhing in Chains, and our Mer- 
chants, 
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chants. reduced to fudden Poverty ; or 
relate the Number of Ships which 
have been deprived of their Crews by 
Imprefles, which lye ia the Ports 
waiting for Convoys, delayed without 
Reafon, or which have been forfaken 
in the open Seas, by thofe appointed 
to conduét and protect them ; thus 
lured from their Harbours by an 
Appearance of Security, only that they 
might fall more {pcedily into theflands 
of the Jberians. B 

Such was the Conduct of our Mini- 
fter in this War; fuch, Sir, the Fideli- 
ty and Vigilance with which the 
public Intereft has been regarded. He 
engaged in it unwillingly, and profecu- 
ted it without Defire of Succelfs, or at 
leat employed fuch Means as never 
produced it. 

Every Fleet that bas been equipped, 
every Attempt that has been propofed, 
and every Precaution that has been ta- 
ken, has been nothing more than an 
Expedient to pacify tor a few Days 
the Clamours of the People, and to 
free the Senate from the Importunity 
of hourly Petitions, or perhaps to de- 
ceive his Majefty into a Belief that his 
Subje&s were well protefted, thas his 
Claims were vigoroufly aflerted, and 
his Honour carefully preferved. 

That this was the Miniiter’s only 
Intention, appears from all his Proceed - 
ings; when Fleets have been equipped, 
and the Murmurs of the People fufpend- 
ed by their Expectations, they were de- 
tained in theHarbourtill their Provifions , 
were ipent. When the Complaints of che 
Nation are renewed, frefh Orders are 
iffued out for fupplying the Fleet with 
Provifions, which are expended again 
in the fame Manner. 

But nothing, Sir, more plainly dif- 
covers the Tendency of ‘his Schemes, G 
than the Manner in which he di- 
reéted Provifion to be made for the 
Land-Service of Columbia; for what 
can be more juftly inferred, than that 
he cannot defire to obtain the End, 
who rejects the Means? and what,, 
Meags are of ule in military Opera 
tions but Difcipiine and Experience ? 

But if this War be terminated hap- 
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pily, we muft owe our Victories to 
Soldiers without Difcipline, conduéted 
by Officers without Experience ; fince 
it is well known, that inftead of Re- 
giments long eftablifhed, accuftomed 
to Obedience, and exercifed in Arms, 
we have fent againft the /berians only 
a Colle&tion of Boys, with Weapons 
in their Hands which they knew not 
how to ufe, and commanded by Offi- 
cers that cannot inftrué them. 

Nor are the Jberians indebted to 
him only, Sir, for the Inexpereince 
of the Forces fent againft them, but 
for the Leifure which he has grant- 
ed them to fecure their Towns, and 
augment their Garrifons. While the 
Embatkation of our Forces was delay- 
ed only that we might not fend Troops 
from whofe Valour and Dexterity Suc- 
cefs' might have been feared, the Je- 
rians improved every Hour that the 
Kindnets of their Ally afforded them, 
and made all the neceflary Preparati- 
ons for obftinate Defence. 

Thus, Sir, did our Minifter labour 
with indefatigable Induftry, to incline 
the Bailance in Favour of Iberia, by 
fubtrating Weight from one Scale, 
while it was added to the other. What 
will be the Confequence of his Mea- 
fures, it is not yet poflible to tell; but 
it may be juitly feared, that they have 
bee too well concerted, and that the 
Iberians will obtain fuch Advantages 
by his Kindnefs, as muft at leaft pro- 
tract the War, and embarrafs our 
‘Trade ; though it may be reafonably 
hoped that we fhail not be difcou- 
raged from afferting our juft Claims, 
by Defeats which we can only fuffer 
from Negligence or Treachery. 

Such, Sir, has been the Condué& of 
Sir Retrob Walelop, with regard to fo- 
reign Affairs he has deferved our Al- 
lies, aggrandifid our Enemies, betray- 
ed our Commerce, and endangered 
our Colonies ; and yet this is the leaft 
criminal Part of hisMiniftry. For what 
is the lofs of Allies to the Alienation 
of the People to the Government, or 
the Diminution of Trade to the De- 
firuction of oar Liderues? 

That 
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That the People are univerfally dif- 
contented, I am under no Obligation 
of endeavouring to prove, while an 
Army is fupported only to reftrain them 
from Rebellion ; for no other Reafon 
has been given by the annual Advo- 
cates for a military Eftablifhment. 
Thofe indeed, who urge the Danger of 
the Pretender’s Attempts, may perhaps 
make Ule of other Words, but their 
Meaning, if any Meaning can be al- 


lowed them is apparently the fame, B 


for the Pretender can never obtain this 
Throne but by the Concurrence of the 
Majority, and that Concurrence can 
only arife from their Difapprobation 
of the prefent Government. 

But to what Caufe, Sir, can be 
imputed a Difcontent fe general, and 
a Deteftation fo vehement, to what 
can we afcribe a Defire of an apparent 
Evil, an Affeétion to a Prince of a 
different Religion, of a Religion which 
privileges Perfidy, and fanétifies Perfe- 
cution. 
Men fhould form a With to be fubjeét 
to a Monarch educated among their E- 
nemies, in Countries governed by arbi- 
tray Power, and who muft confequent- 
ly be infatuated with every wild Opi- 
nion of the unlimited Extent of royal 
Prerogatives, and believe himfelf en- 
titled to trample upon Law, to fubvert 
Privilege and to plunder Property. 

How miferable muft be the Con- 
dition of that People, whom an 
Army is neceffary to reftrain from a 
Choice like this? What Calamities, ¢ 
what Oppreffion muft they feel, who 
can fly to fuch Remedies for Relief? 
Were we governed like reafonable Be- 
ings, that Man on'y ought to be con- 
demned as difaffefted to his Majefty, 
who fhould dare to charge the People 
with Difaffeftion ; for furely no Man 
can more openly or more virulently 
Libel the Government, than thofe who 
declare that the Nation would changes 
it for Subjeftion to the Pretender. 

That there is any fuch Defire among 


the People, Sir, I am far from affiirm- H 


ing or believing, for they are too well 
initrudted in the Tendency of the Re- 
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ligion which the Pretender profeffes, to 
defire to fee ittheReligion of theirKing, 
and too wl! acquainted with their own 
Rights, to think that when they can- 
not deliver themfelves from Mifery, 
the Pretender will be able to deliver 
them. 

The Reprefentations which have 
been made of their Impatience, every 
Man knows to be true, every Man fees 
their Mifery, and hears their Com- 
plaints and their Menaces; but their 
Menaces muit be feared before their 
Complaints are regarded by thofe 
whole Hearts Corruption has har- 
dened, and whofe Senfibility is ex- 
tinguifhed by the Luxuries of a Court. 

To diffipate their own Fears they 
have eftablifhed an Army in Oppofiti- 
on to the fundamental Laws of the 
Empire, and defend their Concur- 
rence in this Eftablifhment, by alledg- 
ing the Difcontent of the People ; that 
Difcontent which only their Meafures 


How can it be imagined that D have produced, and which nothing can 


more encreafe or confirm than a Stand- 
ing Army. 

By an Army, Sir, diftin& from the 
reft of the Community, fubjected to 
particular Laws, commanded with ab- 
folate Authority, and quartered in the 
Country, to fatten in Idlenefs, and 
infult thofe by whom they are fupport- 
ed, the Anger of the Nation muft be 
continually enflam’d, tho’ the Effedts of 
it may for a fhort Time be prevented ; 
and what fatal Confequences may be 
produced by hourly Aggravations of 
Diftrefsand new Incentives to Sedition, 
any Man may venture to foretel from 
a common Acquaintance with the Con- 
dué& of Mankind, and a very flight 
Knowledge of the Hiltory of former 
Ages. 

It may reafonably be expected, that 
the People will not always groan under 
their Burdens, in Submiffion; that after 
having enquired why they were im- 
pofed, and from what Neceflity it arifes 
that they are every Day increafed, 
they will at length refolve to fhake 
them off, and reiume into their own 
Hands that Authority which they have 

K interefled 
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intrufted to their Governors, that they 
will refolve to become Judges of their 
own Inrereft, and regulate thofe Mea- 
fures, of which they muft {upport the 
Expence, and in which nothing but 
their Advantage ought to be regarded. 

When this important Period fhall 
arrive, when Juitice fhall call out for 
the Corrupters of their Country, the 
De‘erters of their Allies, and the Ene- 
mies of Commerce; when Liberty 


fhall publifh the Crimes of thofe by p 


whom the has been long ridiculed and 
opprefied ; when the Cries of the exaf- 
petated People fhall be too loud to be 
reprefled, and Vengeance fhall impend 
over thofe Heads which have fo lon 

been lifted up with Confidence, againl 
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fets before our Eyes, a Species of Op- 
preffion unknown to any former Age, 
and which muft end either in the Ruin 
of the Nation, or the Deftruétion of 
thofe who have introduced it for their 
own A dvantage.

With how little Compaffion their 
Terrors were regarded, Sir, and with 
how much Contempt their Remon- 
ftrances and Arguments were heard by 
thofe whom a long Dependance on the 
Miniiter had hardened equally againft 
Reafon andjCompailion, who had been 
taught by the Example of their Lord, 
to infult that Mifery which they had 
themfelves occafioned, and to ridicule 
thofe Arguments which they could 
not anfwer, is ftill remembred with 
Refentment proportioned to the Crime; 
nor can it be wondered that the People 
hold that Man in Abhorrence, who 
has openly profefled to defpife, and 
no lefs openly endeavoured to en- 
flave them, who has attacked their 
Privileges, and punifhed thofe who re-

kind at a Blow, our Minifter not lefs 
heroically wicked, endeavoured by one 
fatal Vote to oppre‘s Liberty for ever. 
This, Sir, was indeed a compendi- 
ous Method cf Oppreffion, by which 
he would have diffufed his Spies and 
his Agents over the Nation, by which F 
he would have forced his'Way into 
Houfes, learned the private Affairs of 
Families, and be enabled to govern 
every Man in his own Dwelling; he 
would have received every Day the 


Homage of the Nation in the Perfons 


of the Excifemen his Reprefentatives, 
whom he had deputed to exaé&t Obedi- 
ence to his Will, and to deliver up his 
Enemies to Punifhment. 

To expatiate upon the Nature of the 
Excife Laws, Sir, and to fhew how 


For to the Oppofition which the 
Merchants of this Empire railed againtt y 
the Project of extending the Excife 
Laws, it is reafonable to impute that 
fettled Hatred which the Minifter has 
conceived againit them, which he fel- 
dom fails to exprefs, however indecent- 
ly, and which he exerts upon all Op- 
portunities without Regard to Policy or 
Juftice. Every Motive, every Principle 
has given way to the favourite Defign 
of harrafling the Merchants, whom he 
confiders as the moft inflexible Enemies 
of his Claims, as fituated molt remote 
from his Influence, and as the laft 
whom he fhall be able to fink into 
that implicite Submiffion which he has 
been long accuftomed to require.

Privileges, would be to explain what 


his Alliance with the Houfe of Buorbons

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is perhaps. to be afcribed to his Con- 
nivance at the Jberian Depredations ; 
from which, tho’ it is not Jikely that his 
Influence in foreign Courts would have 
enabled him to prevent them, he might 
at leaft have fecured many of our Ships 
by Convoys. But how little fuch Fa- 
vours were to be expeéted from him in 
time of Peace, may be difcovered from 
his Unwillingnefs to grant them Pro- 
te€tion in open War, io. his Care to 
conceal their Loffes, and his Attempts 
to vindicate thofe to whofe Treachery 
or Negligence they may juftly be im- 
ed 


ited. 

And that no Method of ruining 
his Country may remain unattempted, 
that he may at leaft be fecure in his 
Defigns againft the Publick, he has 
found Means of introducing Depend- 
ance into the Senate, and of depriving 
the People of all Hope of Juftice or 
Relief, by influencing that Affembly 
to which in all former Ages they have 
appealed; and which has feldom failed 
to redrefs their Grievances, to drag 
from behind the Throne the Oppreffors 
of the Nation, and to ftop up the Sour- 
ces of the publick Treafure, till thefe 
Men have been punifhed who were 
found to have promoted wicked Mea- 
fures, and to have favoured any other 
Intereft than that of Li/Jiput. 

xc To what can it be imputed, Sir, 
that the People have now for many 
Years in vain folicited their Reprefen- 
tatives for Enquiries into the Condu& 
of Publick Offices, that they have 
annually laid before them their Mife- 
ries and their Fears, without any other 
Effe& than the new Mortification of 
feeing themfelves neglected by thole 
to whom they have entrufted the Care 
of the Commonwealth ? What Caufe 


can be alleged for the Conduct of late g 


Senates fo different from that of their 
Predeceffors? Why do they now meet 
only to tax the People, and to flatter 
the Court, to offer Addreffes, and to 
vote Supplies? Why is there no Re- 
gard paid to the Remonftrances of our 
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It furely will not be urged on this 
Occafion, that this Age is uncorrupt 
beyond the Example of former Times 5 
fince the open Wickednefs of the pre- 
A fent Generation has been often repre- 
fented in this Houfe in Terms of the 
ftrongeft Deteftation, by the Vindica- 
tors of the Miniftry ; and as it is not 
to be fuppofed that Virtue is encreafed 
by Temptations to Wickednels, or 
that thofe Pofts which have always 
B been imagined dangerous to Integrity, 
have now fo much changed their Na- 
ture, that they are become Preferva- 
tives from Corruption; as it is not 
to be conceived that they who diffipate 
their private Fortunes in Riot and Lux- 
ury, have been always upright Dif- 
penfers of the Publick Treafure, the 
Nation cannot but be excited to en- 
quire, Why the Senate has been con- 
tent to grant Money without,any So- 
licitude how it was employed? 

This Alteration, Sir, of which the 
Confequences are equally obvious and 
dreadful, can be imputed to no other 
Caufe than the Endeavours which have 
been ufed by the Minifter to fill this 
Houfe with Dependants on the Court, 
by {cattering lucrative Employments 
amongft them, whichare to be held by 
no other Tenare, than that of an im- 
plicite Submiffion to his Will, and a 
Refignation of all private Opinions te 
his unerring Dictates.

upto fecond it. To add any Thing 
to the Reprefentation which you have 
slreadysheard of the Miferies of the 
Nation, would be equally difficul: and 
unneceffary. It is known to all that 
we are opprefied with Taxes, and in- 
wolved in War, that the War has been 
hitherto unfaccefsful and ignominious, 
¢hat our Fleets have been manned by 
Wiolence, and detained in our Har- 
Bours upon falfe Pretences, that our 
"Trade has been at once diminifh’d by 
Tmprefles, and betrayed by the Denial 
of Convoys.

Hefe Precedents are in my Opi- 

nion, fo far from proving what 

is intended by them, that they feem ‘to’ 

me not to have any Relation to the 

prefent Queftion, of which I have not 

yet been able to difcover how it differs 

from the common Enquiries that are 
made in this Affembly. 

Whenever we enquire into the Ex- 
pediency of paft Meafures, our Difqui- 
fitions cannot but affe&t thofe by whom 
they were conducted or advifed; yet 
they are not therefore required to with- 
draw during our Deliberations, but are 
expected to juftify their Counfels, to 
explain their Motives, and excufe théir 
Mifcarriages. 

The Charge, Sir, againft the right 
hononourable Gentleman, is only a 
pelitical Enquiry into the Condué& of 
the Miniftry for many Years, nor has 
it been urged in fuch a manner as to 
relate particularly to him. There is 
therefore no Rea‘on for requiring him 
to withdraw, which will not equally 
fhew that all thofe fhould retire at the 
fame Time, who have concurred in the 
Meafures difapproved by the Gentle- 
man that made the Motion, who may 
then fafely promife himfelf Victory, 
when all thofe from whom he expeéts 
Oppofition fhall be banifhed from the 
Houfe.

not indeed been very fucce(sful. Whe- 
ther their Anxiety for the Event of the 


Day 
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Day has difconcerted their Sophifms, 
or whether their Caufe will in reality 
admit of no better Defence, their pre- 
fent Plea is fuch as Men celebrated for 
the Acutenefs of their Penetration, and 
the Readinefs of their Invention, might 
have been expeéted not to have alleged 
in a Debate of {6 much Importance to 
the Nation, and, what has always more 
fenfibly affe€ted them, to themfelves. 
Having had Warning of the Storm 
that was hanging over them, they 
fhould have provided themfelves with 
fome Shelter againft it that might not 
be eafily thrown down, and not havé 
shought it fufficient to affert, what 
they can never hope to prove, that 
there is no Diftinétion to be made 
between this and any other political 
Enquiry. 

There is the fame Difference, Sir, 
between this and other political En- 
quiries, as between national and perfo- 
fal Tranfafiions, between Confulta- 
tions and Trials. ‘The Queftion in 
other Debates relates equally to every 
Man in the Houfe, this affects one Man 
of this Affembly in a particular Man- 
ner; and furely it will not be again af- 
ferted that it is an Enquiry of the fame 
Nature, whether a Member fhall be 
expelled this Houfe, or whether Peace 
fhall be concluded with Iberia. 

That this Queftion will incidentally 
produce political Debates, may reafon- 
ably be expected, becaufe the Errors 
or Crimes charged upon this Gentle- 
man are chiefly political; but when the 
principal Queftion is perfonal, that Man 
to whom it relates ought to be with- 
drawn while it is debated.

Of this, Sir, indeed I was perfuaded, 
by the Odfervations with which the 
Motion was introduced ; for to what 
other Purpofe were all the Difappoint- 
ments, Mlsfortunes and Errors, whe- 
ther real or pretended, of near twenty 
Years fo laborioufly enumerated, for 
what End are we informed of the long 
continued Infolence of the Iberians, of 
our deftructive Alliances with the Bie- 
Sufcudians, of the Decline of our Com- 


D merce, and the Weaknefs of our Arms ? 


Why elfe are the Lofles of our Mer- 
chants fo pathetically exaggerated, and 
why are we told once more of thé 
Load of our Taxes, and the Difcon- 
tent of the People ? 

If it be not imagined, Sir, that our 
Compliance with the Motion will re- 
medy thefe Calamities, and that the 
Removal ef one Gentleman from his 
Majetty’s Councils, will revive our 
Trade, and invigorate our Forces, awe 
our Enemies, and annimate our Allies; 
this long, this elegant Declamation, has 
been nothing more than an Effufion of 
oftentatious Eloquence, without any In- 
tention of informing us, it has been 
only an Overflow of Malice, a Torrent 
of Inveétives.

“Even. now when our 
Woollen Manufactures are mimick’d 
throughout feveral Nations in Europe, 
the French can offird 784. a Pack tor 
Britifhb and Irifh Wool, rather than not 
have it, ad withal, {ell their Goods in 
toreigo Margets, cheaper than we can 
afford to do”. 
entire Cred:t to this Affertiun? No! (fte 
Gr: Adv: p.23.). Did he fay pofitively 
that 150,000 Packs of Wool might be ex- 
ported, with a Duty of gol. a Pack? No! 
But {peaking Hypothetically, he mentioe 
ned. what-the Duty of 150,000 Packs, 
at 40/7. a Pack, would amcunt to, and 
this by an ealy Miftake, has pafied upon 
fame for an afle:tory Propofirion, which 
was inteaded only as a-Problem, for the 
tinding out what Duty, in fuch Cafe, the 
French, and other Foreigners might be 
fuppofed able to pay ; imagining, at the 
fameTime a pretty high one. According- 
ly (lupp: to Gr: Adv: p, 24,25) he ex- 
plains himf<J]f thus. “Tho ic fhould not 
be thought true (what has been faid) that 
the French can afford to give 78/. a Pack 
rather than not have our Wool (which if 
they could, there would be no doubr of 
their. paying. the high Duty mentioned 
(Gr: Adv.) of 401. a Pack,) yet as Fo- 
reigners; we may eafily believe, from 
the extraordinary Pains taken, and great 
Rifques ron, for the fake of Smuggling 
it to them ; are willing to‘have it ‘at ne

Price might be fuppofed to exceed the 
current Price for Home ufe, i. ¢. What- 
ever the Difference between Englifb, and 
foreign Labour amounts to, added to the 

Fe arifing from the Mixture of Bri» 
tifh or Irifh with forcign Wool, fo mucn 
under the Circumftances of a Regiftry, 
or other means, (by which Wool-running, 
fhould be effeciually topped) might at- 
crue to the Publick in the fhape of a re- 
gular Duty. 

And if it be asked, how this could be 
afforded from France, particularly une 
der fuch a Diminution of their foreign 
Trade for Wollen Goods, as from 500 te 
Iso (fee Gr. Adv. -p. 29.) The Anfwer 
methinks is eafy, viz. What they give per 
Pack, for a greater Quantity, that they 
might certainly afford — nay that and 
more they will give for a Jefs; being wile 
enough to confider that a Piece of @ 
Loaf isbetter than me Bread. And they 
would aé& in that Cafe juft as we should; 
politically, and upon Neceffity : They in 
taking up with a Part of what they had 
been ufed to have, and at a highér Price, 
becaufe they could obtain 2o more, nor 
cheaper. We, in permitting them to 
have that Part, only becaufe we could not 
better difpofe of it. If this is not foffici- 
ently clear and intellig:ble, let it be cone 
fider’d, that any given Quantity exported 
to France; for Inftance, lefs than what 
they have been ufed to have, will etther 
enable them to carry Cloth, in Proportion 
to a foreign Market, or proportionably 
fave their buying of Cloth for Home ufe. 
In either Way, grant bur the difference 
of Wages, here and in France, and the 
Utility of our Wool for mixing with 
theirs; and there can be no Doubt of 
their paying a high Duty for it. A dif- 
ference of the Price of Labour was ne- 
ver denied; and without believing (what 
molt Writers on this Head have boldly af- 
firmed) that theirs without ours is per- 
fe&ly ufelefs ; 1 imagine it ge all 
Difpute, that ours, to mix with theirs, 
is ‘very ufeful; aod as [uch may bear (with 
them) botha good Price to the Englifh 
Grower, and a high Duty befides, in Aid 
of the Publick Revenue. 

But here, by Way of further Obje@iong 
it is {aid **If 7t can be proved that allour 
Wool. was. once. Manufatiured here” ? 
This is fo far from being probabie, that 
the contrary is Evident, from a vaft varies 
ty of Laws, in almoft every Reign: from 
Henry V1. to the prefent Time to prevent

Bufinefs is only to dive dextroully, and to 
take Care that no other Sharpers fhould 
come at the Pocket.of the Nation bu 
themfelves: They have often found: it 
full, and have as often left it empty; yet 
ftill they are ftruggiing tocontinue their C 
old Game. 

Thele pretended Friends to the G——t 
have indeed» ftuck faft to ir, but it was 
like Leeches, fucking aimoft che very 
Heart’s Blood of the Nation; but a littie 
Salt from the Hands of the P nt 
would foon fhew what it was they ad- 
her’d fo clofe to theG t for. 

Is ir not a ftrange and wonderful Thing, 
that while the Nation is almoft Bankrupr, 
wealthy Men fhould fhoor up in feverai 
Offices like Muthrooms ; and while the 
Commonweaith was in Danger tobe beg- 
gerd, that all its Servants thould riot in 

ealth and Plenty. , 

And fince fome:People may at prefent 
almoft queftion to what End and Parpofes 
M s of P t are elected by the 
People to reprefent them, I hall give you 
a Sketch of what is in their Power: And 
their Duty you will find your own.

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Mifapplication, to bring the Offenders to 
Punifhment. And this isa fecond Reafon 
why youought to appoint Otticers of your 
own. For have not your h le H— 
endeavour’d, for twenty Years, laft paft, 
to bring fuch evil Minifters to Account ? 
And how often ave been prevented by 
cunning Stratagems, and Delays of fome 
great Perfonr, whofe Intereft appear’d too 
gieat fur you to cupe # in another Place, 

They are to revive fuch'good Laws as 
are antiquated, and to repeai them, if the 
Reafons be ceas’d, and the Laws theme 
felves of no longer Ule and Benefit to the 
Publick. ' 

They are to keep a watchful Eye om 
our Manufa@tures and Commerce; and if 
any Branch of cither, thro’ Time cr Accie 
dent, cometo Decay, they are to provide 
Remedies; that. the Poor may net bee 
come a Burden to the Land, which ought 
to be enrich’d with the Fruits ot. thelx 
Induftry. ‘ 

They ought to be ‘religioufly exa@ in 
all Cafes relating to Impofition of Taxes, 
and the Means of raifing them in which 
there fhould not be the icaft Room to fuf- 
pe& any finifter Views, of gratifying a 
C—rt,«r driving Bargains with aM——r. 

Peculation and Corruption they ought 
to fhew no Mercy to; Precedents ot Im- 
punity being, co ali Intents and Purpofes, 
a Warrant to authorize future Tranfgref- 
fions. 

And laftly, they ought, above all Things 
to take care, that by no Means whatever 
the Power of the C n fhouid over 
ballance that of the People.

little longer, perhaps we might have been 
ied blindfold into the Snare. 

But, thank God! the Vices of Men cor- 
reét one another, and their Self-Sufticien- 
cy hath furnith’d us witha Means to crofl- 
cut their Ambition. Tu the Name of 
Patriot, they can pretend no more, and, 
therefore, can deceive no more; and thy’ 
with the People at their Backs, they made 
3 Shift to force their Way into the C—b- 
n—t, their Reception there was, like that 
of ail Intruders, a Mixture of Coldnefs 
and Refentment, confequently, a proper 
Seafon only is wanted to force them out = 
again. . 

Vengeance of that Kind, therefore, we 
may be fure of; for, as they have moft 
rafhly and impoliticly kick’d away their

fad our D—f—tt—rs, indeed, carry’d 
into the C—b—n—t the noble Principles 
which made the Doors fly open to receive 
them; had they maintain’d in the Pree 
fence the home Truths, which they had 
difplay’d in their Harangues to captivate 
the People; had they never rifen from 
the Foorftool of the T , Nor accept 
ed of any Truft or Favour, til] the Intereft 
of G—— B—— was received and allow’d 
to be the only Bafis of B——Jh Politicks, 
and what fhould never be departed from, 
upon any F -y Confideration whate- 
ver; and had their Services been accept~ 
ed upon thefe glorious Terms, they wouid, 
they could have had no Rivals to fear 
withinDoors,norOppofition from without. 

But, in departing from the Truth, in 
taking upon them to hedge in all § Dirt 
and Filth, they had vow’d toremove, they 
were fure, at every Step, to find Compcti- 
tors; and were, therefore, under an infa- 
mous Necellity of out-bidding them, and 
undertaking. even. what the State Golde 
Finders they fupplanted, had avoided foule 
ing their Fingers with.

We all know that when two Fluids of 
an abhorrent Nature are incorporated, the 
Mixture - produces Fermentation, inttead 
of Union, which, till one is totally fubdu- 
ed, never intermits, and often, by its Vi- 
olence, endangers the Vefiel which enclo- p 
fes the Combatants. 

This exaétly refembles the Cafe of the 
two Faétions at prefent under Confidera- 
tion. They are jumbled together with- 
out being reconciled, and till one obtains 
a complete Viétory, neither will be at reft. 

Which is uppermoft, ar prefent, a late 
Incident hath given a pretty plain Inrima- C 
tion; but who will take upon them ro af- 
certain how long that Afcendency will 
continue? That which is Froth at firft, in 
Time becomes Dregs, and, till the fecond 
Fermentation, hath no Chance to vifit the 
Surface any more. ——The natural Inte- 
re(t, then, may, at laft, regain a total Su- 
periority ; thefe adverfe Ingredients, may D 
either be precipitated, or work’d off ; and 
we may yet triumph in the Fall of thofe 
who now trample us under Foot. 

But, except in the Article of Revenge, 
whecrher thefe or thefe are to be fole Maf- 
ter, isto us a Matter of Indifference. We 
have now had fatal Experience of beth, F 
and find ourfelves without Hope of Good 
from either. One fed that craving Mon- 
fter’s Avarice, out of our Purfes, almoft 
toa Surfeit, and the other would fa‘ten 
Ambition with our Blocd. Nothing 
could countenance the Corruptions of the 
Firft,:bur the Exeravagance of the Latt ; 
infomiuch, that one would think they F 
were truited with a temporary Power on- 
ly to expofe themfelves, and to blanch the 
Memory of their Predecefior’s Mifdeeds, 
by a Comparifon of them with the infer- 
nal Crime of their own. 

A Pretence of publick Good, was, hi- 
therto, ever the Plea for Demands, and 
Fmpofitions of every Kind; but eyen the 
Phrafe is now likely to grow obfolete and 
the *#*#* Service to obtain in its ftead. 
The C——nw——h is apparently never 
onee thought of ; and when our Purtes 
have been fqueezed, the Bulinefs of ***** 
is at an End. 
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hath we howe away our Chaff, § Grain 
remains behind ; our Soil is {till as fertile 
as ever, and will produce an hundredFold. 

Caft your Eyes back into Hiftory, Mr 
Danvers, confult your own Memory. Did 
ever any Fadlion make _{o few Profelytes; 
Did ever any Faétion fofoon, fo totally, 
or foirrecoverably .lofe the Affe@tions of 
the People? Did ever any Fa¢tion give 
themfelves fo little Trouble to preferve 
them? Did ever any Faétion take Root 
and {pread and flourifh, thar had no Hold 
either of S————n or Subjeét ? Did ever 
any Fa@tion fet the Publick at Defiance, 
without falling at laft under the Publick 
Refentment ?

But, according to my glimmer- 
ng Perceptions, the Intereft of Enzland is 
very little, if ac all, concern’d on either 
Side. _ Tiil there is no Power on the Cone 
tinent able to ftandin Oppofition to that 
of France, we have, demonftrably, no o- 


ther Intereft to purfue there, than That F 


of.our Commerce, at prefeat {0 little at- 
tended to. 

That, therefore, we made ourfelves 
Parties at fo vaft an Expence and Rifque, 
and are.on the Point of becoming Princi- 
pals, in this troublefome and dangerous 


Affair, mult be owing to fome other Inte- < 


reft than That of Exgland. 
It is apparent enough, that, not long 
0, the Interefts of England, and thof: 
of moft of the Princes of Germany, were 
totally oppofite, if not irreconcileable. 
The Grandeur of the Houfe of Aufria, 
which was a Circumftance fo favourable 


to us, was a Terror to them; and what H 


éontributed to maintain the Balance of 
Exrope, was held fatal to Thatof the Em- 
pire. 


With this Clue, it is, perhaps, eafy. te 
unravel the “Meafures taken, for many 
Years together, to humble that obnoxi- 
ous Houle ; and, confidering the late 
Surrender of Si/efia, it may be as eafy to 


A account for the great Pains we are now 


taking to raife it up.egain. 

The Balance of Europe may. then be 
talk’d of, but there is fome Reafon to 
fear the Balance of Germany is moft con- 
fider’d ; and furely, if it be allow’d me; 
as I think it-muft, that H is rather 
more concern’d in That, than E———a, 
the Diftincion above hinted at, .is not 
without a very {olid Foundation. 

But faouid we take it for granted, that, 
in alifting the Q. of H——y, the greater 
Baiance was.only atcended to, and the 
lefs, not fo much as thoughr of, ic will 
then¢e follow, that the more. effectual 
we render’d that Afliftance, the. more ef- 
fe&ual we ferved our Country. 

Bur, if one half of the Money which 
the Meafure under Confideration is to coft 
us, had bcen advanced to the Q. of H—y, 
it feems fhe would have been, co.the full 
as well afiiited,and we had been 700,000/. 
in Pocket, which, in much better. Times, 
would have been chought no inconfiderae 
bie Saving. 

When, therefore, we come to confider 
at whofe Inftance this Meafure took Place, 
by whom it was enforced, with what 
Circumftances ic was attended, and who 
were ro be the Gainérs, *cis impofhble: for 
an impartial Mind not to think, thatthe 
faid Diftin&tion, however mifreprefented 
by thofe principally. affeéted by ir, .was 
well-founded, nor to-do Honour to him 
who firft made it. 

It is well known to the World; that, 
when a certain great Minifter of former 
Times was-ask’d, How it was poffibie for 
him todifpatch fuch a Variety of Affairs, 
he reply’d, By doing one at a Time. 

Now .whether the War with Spain, 
was aright, or a wrong Meature, it was 
certainly the ome Thing needful to be dife 

atch’d, if the Intercit of Great Britain 
had been: fieadily purfued. For, if it was 
a wrong Meafure, ail our Addrefs fhould 
have been employ’d to bring it to an hos 
nourable Period; and, if a Righr, all our 
Strength, to procure us both Indemnifica- 
tion and Revenge. 

But neither of thefe Ends feem, as yet, 
to haye been attended to, unlefs in Subor 
dination to many others, which will not 
admit of any Comparifon with Regard to 
the Intereft. of Great Britain. We no® 
fuffer the War to languifh, moft fhame- 
fully, while we labour under ali the Diffi- 
culties attending it, and we make no Ad» 

vances 
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wances towards a Peace, tho’ the Advan- 
tages’ of a good on¢ were never more ne- 
ceffary. 

‘And, while in this deplorable Situation, 
our Land Intereft eat out with a Four- 
Shilling Tax, which there is Reafon’ to 
fear will be perpetual,ourPoor-Rates high- 
er than ever they were known in the Me- 
mory of Man; our Manufactures in Ruins, 
and our Merchants Broaning under all the 
Difcouragements (Iam loth tomake ule 
of a feverer Expretiion) poffibie, we need- 
lefsly, madly, defperately provoke a Land 
War ; which we have nothing todo with, 
which we are not able to fupport, with- 
out mortgaging ourfelves, as well as onr 
Lands and Reventes' and by which iris 
imp&ible We fhould be Gainers. 

The Sea is our acknowledged ‘Element, 
for Intereft, Strength and Gl ty; and if 
there is this apparent Neceflity to hum- 
ble France,.we fhould have attack’d her 
in her weakeft and moft fenfible Part, 
her Trade and Navigation. Toa Defign 
of thac Nature, there would not have 
been one negative Voice in Great Britain; 
becaufe there could have been no Difpure, 
whether..the Incereft of Great Britarn or 
Hanover, was moft concern’d init. Nei- 
ther were the. moft plaufibie Pretences 
wanting to authorize fuch a Meafure; 
witnefs the hoftile Appearance of their 
Squadrons, both in the Weft Indies and the 
Mediterranean, in Concert with our open 
and avow’d Encmies the Spaniards; In- 
fults of fuch a notori-us Nature, that no 
M——y, who made the Interelt of Great 
Britain their governing Principle, could 
have overlook’d, or would not have re- 
fented with the whole Force which God 
and Nature’had put into our Hands. 

That, therefore, they fhonid give out, 
that to humble France was the chief Inte- 
reft of Great Britain; and yer, in Con- 
tempt of the Experience of paft Timés, 
and the-Common Senfe of the prefenr, 
that they fhould perfift in taking the Bull 
by the Horns; That is to fay, in attack- 
ing the Enemy in hig full Strength, againft 
the I[nclinations of the People, when they 
might hurt him mich more grievoufly, 
by acting agreeable to the Inciinations of 
the People, affirds fufficient Grounds, to 
conclude, That the Intereft of Great Bri- 
tain has NoT been fteadily peirfued, atid 
that the Diftinétion of Hanoverians and 
Englifhmen, ought ever to be kept up, as 
long as.there is the leaft Reafon to fear, 


that the Wealth and Strength of the one 


are exhaufted, to enrich and aggrandize 
the ether. 


From Comin Denfe, Feb. 19

4n A of Indem- 
nity will bring him again on the Stage, 
and he will act openly and arbitrarily as 
before,—And this we $ more apprehend, 
becaufe we fee the Friends of the Nation 
are divided, Jealoufies and Diftrufts have 
got among them: The Nation look’d 
for Relief from a new Adminiftration — 
Things have not anfwer’d Expe¢ctation,— 
The People grow out of Humour.—The 
new M——s complain of not being fup- 

rted but calumniated, weaken’d, and 
eft to themfelves ; he is tempted to rein- 
ftate him{clf in the Plentitude of his for- 
mer Power. Indemnity by Law is only 
wanting. What can prevent it ? His Pow- 
er has lafted fo long, that almoft every

only fimply pardon’d but encourag’d and 
protected : Thefe People have Reafon to 
fear, that ifhe is not brought back, they 
mutt follow him. 

What can we think? What muit be 
the Confequence, if we fhould fee this 
wicked Man again prefide over us, who 
knows no one Art of Government except 
that of Corruption alone?

Thus one would think that the Country 
Party in France had got a compleat Vi@oe 
ry, and that the Liberties of the Nation 
would confequently be fecured upon a 
lafting Foundation,—but alas! they had 
done their Bufinefs but by Halves; they 
had removed the Minifter : But his Creae 
tures and Tools ftill remain’d in moft of 
the publick Employments, and the@Car- 
dinal, tho’ he was 300 Miles diftant, di- 
reéted all the Grand Affairs of the Nation, 
—the Queen was obftinate and would do 
nothing without his Advice,—and this re. 
viv'd the Flames of a Civil War, which 
became much more bloody than it had 
been before. At this Time the Cardi- 
nal was call’d back and reinftated in his 
former Poft, and, having got the better.

From the MEMOIRS of an unfortu- 
nate YOUNG NOBLEMAN return’d 
from a Thirteen Years Slavery in Ame- 
rica, where he had been fent by the wick- 
ed Contrivances of his cruel Uncie.

the great Merit of the Action, of which 
many hundreds of them were Witnefies, 
rhat the Governor andOfficers have made 
np a handfome Sum for a large Piece 
of Plate as 2 prefent to the Captain, with 
a proper Infcriprion, and the Merchants 
and other Inhabirants will do rhe fame in 
another Piece ; the Satlors having already 
received 2 Prefent from them in Money.

The Enemy made the firft Attack on our 
right Wing with extraordinary Fury, whieh 
by Favour of the Moon continued to two 
in the Morning, with Heat and Obftinacy 
on both Sides,’ and without either Party 
being willing to yield to the other; till 
at lait by Gud’s Affiftance, and that of our 
valiant Generals, Officers and Soldiers, 
who fought like Lions, the Enemy be- 
ing put in Confufion, was forced to aban- 
don the Field of Battle and betraké them- 
fe'ves to Flight. It may eafily be conceive 
ed, how we with our Artillery and Horfe 
accompanied them in their Retrear, and 
in repalTing the Bridge : However, to cone 
fefs the Truth, they behaved well, fince 
Wallis and Reth (uffered confiderably, as 
well as Miglio and Berlichingen. | One 
Thing chat deferves Regret, is, that our 
valiant Lieurenant-General Field-Marfha} 
Count de Beyersberg receiv’d 11 Wounds, 
fome of which are very dangerous-; he 
arrived here To-day with General Cricez 
who ‘is likewife wounded. The firft 
Wounds which Beyersberg receiv’d, gave 
no Check to his Spiric; he ftill fell furi- 
oufly upon the Enemy, but was thrown 
from his Horfe by a Wound in his Head, 
yet, after coming to himfelf, he ftill foughe 
Sword in Hand, and kill’d more than one 
of the Spaniards, till at laft being over- 
powered, he was taken Prifoner and very 
ill treated. The Regiment of Miglo has 
loft its Kertle-Drums, and that of Ber- 
lichingen three Standards. The Savoyards 
(this Poser means Spaniards) being put 
to Flight, his Excellency Count 7raun, 
immediately caufed Te Deum to be fung in

The AGion 
was extremely bloody and obftinate, in 
as muchas sooo Men were left dead on 
the Field of Battle, the Enemy having 
withdrawn to Buon Porte, and other neigh 
bouring Places. On our Part we reckon, 
between kill’d ard wounded, about 2500. 
This Morning the 9th, at break of Day, 
M. de Gages repafs’d the Panaro with his 
whole Army, Artillery and Baggage, and 
having burnt the two Bridges over the 
River, took his March towards StGiovani, 
where we are this Night. There is no 
doubt but the Enemy, in the midt-of 
their great Lofs, according to the Cir- 
cumftances already mention’d, will give 
out every where; that we loft the Field 
of Buttle; than which nothing can be 
more falfe, fince we remained upon it the 
whole Night, and were able, without 
the leaft Ditturbance, to carry cf all our 
Artillery, and every thing e:fe belonging 
to us, not having had it in our Power to 
continue longer in that Poft for want of 
Subfiftence. We did not lofe any one 
General Officer; but the Brigadicr Duke 
@’ Arcos, Major-Genesal Count de Soufe; 
Lieutenant-General Macdonald, and Majore 
General Carvajal, were flightly wounded.
